Mtfjile  toe  toere 
tbusmerp,  one  of  them  bao  conueieo  a  target  of  ours  into 
oneoftbeir  canotoes,  tobicb  toefuffcrco,  onelpfofrietobe* 
tber  tbep  toere  in  fubiettion  to  this  Hero  to  tobom  toe  maoe 
fignes  ( bp  Vetoing  birn  another  of  the  fame  libcneffe ,  ano 
pointing  to  tbecanoto)  tobat  one  of  bis  comp  ante  bao  Done: 
tobo  fuooenlp  crpreffeo  fome  feare ,  ano  fpeabing  angerlp  to 
one  about  him  ( as  toe  perceineo  bp  bis  countenance )  caufeo 
it  p;efentlp  to  be  brought  baclte  againc.  &o  the  rett  of  the  Dap  amnntiwi 
toe  fpent  in  traoing  toitb  them  for  jfurres ,  tobicb  are  ilBea# of JF«w?.
